D. SOVIET COMMENTARY HITS US SANCTIONS 

A SOVIET PRESS COMMENTARY YESTERDAY CRITICIZED THE UNITED 
STATES FOR TRYING TO PUT PRESSURE ON BEIJING AND NOTED 
THAT THE SITUATION IS AN INTERNAL MATTER FOR THE PRC TO 
RESOLVE. THE CONGRESS OF PEOPLE'S DEPUTIES ISSUED A 
FORMAL STATEMENT ON JUNE 6 THAT NOTED THE DEMONSTRATIONS 
AND CASUALTIES IN BEIJING BUT ADDED THAT NOW IS NOT THE 
TIME FOR "UNCONSIDERED, HASTY CONCLUSIONS AND STATEMENTS . " 
COMMENT : MOSCOW REMAINS DETERMINED TO PROTECT ITS 
RAPPROCHEMENT WITH THE PRC. THE CONGRESS'S CAREFUL

USING THE MILITARY TO CLEAR TIANANMEN SQUARE AND PACIFY

PARTY ELDERS, MOST OF THEM FORMALLY RETIRED, PUBLICLY 
ENDORSED THESE DECISIONS IN LATE MAY, AND GUIDANCE WAS 
SENT OUT DETAILING HOW DENG AND ZHAO HAD PARTED WAYS. 



SINCE MAY 26 CREDIBLE RUMORS OF HEALTH PROBLEMS SUGGEST
